The forerunner of a craft to make such a 
trip possible is already on the drawing 
boards in the United States. 

The craft was shown in the last issue 
and ia being developed as a keystone of 
manned space exploration in the coming 
decade. Aerospace firms now working 
on its early designs are confident that 
they are taking the first steps towards 
the aerospace liner of the future. 

FLY FAMILIES INTO SPACE 

The spacdiner will eventually fly fam¬ 
ilies into erbit to see sights that today are 
the privilege of a handful of highly train¬ 
ed astronauts. 

One group of cxggpania working on 
space shuttle designs includes Boeing, 


Lockheed and TWA* Its 
research team is designi¬ 
ng a reuseable, chemically 
fuelled vehicle which can 
carry passengers from the 
surface of the earth into 
low orbit and back .again. 

TWA’s part in this group 
will be to plan maintanan- 
ce and repair needs for a 
spacecraft fleet, to iden¬ 
tify crew needs, traffic 
cohtrol problems and lau¬ 
nch bree operations. The 
lower stage of this 2 two- 
stage vehicle would be the 


size of a 747 Superjet. 


ANEW TELESCOPE TO 
STUDY THE SUN 

A specialised telescope for study¬ 
ing the sun has gone into operation 
in the United States. It is called 
a solar vacuum tower telescope, and 
is the first of a new generation of 
instruments to study solar energy 
processes. Perched on a 9,200-ft. 
peak in the mountains overlooking 
Alamogordo, New Mexico, it is 365 
feet long-227 feet of it housed in 
a vertical shaft below the ground 
and the remainder enclosed in a 
conical tower. The interior is 
pumped free of air. This minimises 
the distortion caused when the sun’s 
rays heat air currents, and adds to 
the stability of the image. 

As a further means of sharpening 
the image, the outside temperature 
of the tower is controlled by paint¬ 
ing it with reflecting paint, and 
pipes embedded in the concrete cir- 
ulate cooling water. Sunlight ent¬ 
ers the telescope through a 32-inch 
diameter quartz aperture at the top 
of the tower . It falls on to two 
flat mirrors whi•th are arranged to 
reflect the light down the tubw. 

The new solar telescope is the 
latest addition to an obseravatory 
operated by Cambridge Research Lab¬ 
oratories. Of its studies,sun spots 
and flares,which disturb the atmos¬ 
phere are one of its special studies.

REPORTS FROM RUSSIA 


RUSSIA LAUNCHES MEN IN SPACE 

On the second of June 19B0 Russia 
put a spacecraft into orbit. 

It was SOYUZ 9 with a crew of two* 
This crew of two consisted of 
Colonel Andrian Nikolayev and 
Vitaly S >vastyanov, commander and 
engineer respectively. 

It was launched in the Soviet Union 
at 10 p.m.(Moscow time) on June 1. 

It went into a near earth orbit 
nine minutes after launch. The main 
purpose of this latest soviet mission 
is the following: Medico-biological 
research to study the influence of 
space flight factors on the human 
organism in the conditions of a neeu 
earth orbit; Scientific observations 
and photographing of geological- 
geographical objects,ground and 
water surface in different parts of 
the globe with a view to improving 
the methods of using the obtained 
data in the national economy; Obser¬ 
vation, ctudy and photographing of 
atmospheric formations and the earth *i 
snow and ice blanket for the purpose 
of using the observation data in 
current and long-term weather for- 
castirgjScientific investigation of 
the physical characteristics, phen¬ 
omena and proocesses in near-earth 
space; Further perfection 6f the 
manual and automatic systems pf the 
stilus control, orientation and stab¬ 
ilisation, and checking of autonous 
means of navigation in different 
flight conditions. 

Stable radio and television con¬ 
tact is being maintained with the 
crew. Col. Nikolayev reported that 
the orbiting stretch proceeded nor~- 
mally, the cosmonauts were feeling 
fit and well and normal living con¬ 
ditions were being maimntained in the 
ship 1 s compartments• 

By 5.1C a.m. (Moscow time)on June 
2 SOYUZ -9 had made five circuits of 
the earth. 


; In a regular radio communication 
session Col.Nikolayev reported tfciat 
the crew had adapted themselves well 
to the conditions of weightlessness * 
and were carrying out the flight 
programme. Nikolev's heart rate in • 
the first orbit was 94 beats a min¬ 
ute and Sevastyanov's-92 beats. 

Both of them had a respiration rate 
of 18. The parameters of the micro¬ 
climate in the ship's compartments 
was: temperature-23°C and pressure 
765mm of mercury. 

According to trajectory meaeurments 
the orbital parameters in the third 
orbit wes^e: apogee 220 Kilometers, 
perigee 207 kilometers, period of 
revolution was 88.59 minutes, incl¬ 
ination of orbit 51.7 degrees. 

The crew were resting from 6 a.m. 
to 2.p.m. {Moscow time) when SOYUZ 
9 was. out3ido the range of radio 
visibility from Soviet territory.

Col.Gen.Alexander Yefimov, second in 
command of the Soviet Air Force, paid 
tribute to the feat of Apollo-11. 

Neil s;aid that it was possible to 
live and work on the moon. A film 
was shown to which he gave a cowm- 
entry. He also said that the day 
would come when U.S. astronauts and 
Soviet Cosmonauts and representative 
of other peoples would explore the 
moon together. He was given a model 
of the SOYUZ space ship and was also 
presented with a badge and a bunch 
of roses as a memento of his visit. 
Neil gave to the widows of Gagarin, 
and Komorov medals with portraits 
of he Soviet Union Cosmonauts 
copies of which were taken on the 
moon.

Dear Mr: Harris, I was rather inter¬ 
ested in the article concerning Swall¬ 
ow 598 , the flying saucer experiment 
because it brings to mind a theory 
which I developed about'-fifteen years 
ago,which was incidently triggered 
off by observing a gyro compass.

variable and there you have it. Sounds 
daft, on the face of it, but let's 
look at it this way. Electricity is a 
vibration the Universe ie~of 
vibration or electricity invariua 
forms.vibration is caused by movement 
(see generator). This movement causes 
gravity in the case of a planet, be¬ 
cause everything of the identical 
vibration is attracted to it. 

It is considered.that a possible 
formula for establishing anti-gravity 
for any planet might be mass plus 
spin(MXS) i.e. The mass determins the 
etheric or gravitational force to be 
overcome against the known mass of the 
vehicle.
